OUTSIDE 20 MINUTES, DOES SOMERSAULT 
Cosmonaut Leaves Craft9 
Takes A Stroll In Space 


MOSCOW, (UPI) — A Soviet cosmonaut left 
his space ship for 20 minutes today while orbiting 
the earth at 17,500 miles an hour. 


The first space pedestrian was hurled into orbit 
with a companion cosmonaut aboard the spaceship 
Voskhod (Sunrise) II at IO a.m. (2 a.m. EST.) On 
the second orbit at 11:30 a.m. (3:30 a.m. EST) 
Cosmonaut Lt. Col. Alexei Leonov, 30, pushed him­ 
self out of the space ship for m an’s first free flight 
in space. 


Scientists called the flight “fantastic.” It pushed 
the Soviets further ahead of the Americans in the 
space race. 


For about IO minutes of the time that he was 
out of the space craft Leonov drifted about 16 feet 
away from the ship in his silvery space suit and 
boots. Oxygen tanks were strapped to his back, and 
he was attached to the space craft by a life line. 
In Excellent Condition 


The historic flight was broadcast by Moscow 
television. Millions watched Leonov’s helmet emerge 
slowly from the space lock and then slowly push 
himself free, with the earth framed in the back­ 
ground. First he clung to the side of the ship by a 
hand rail, then he seemed to float away and began 
turning head over heels, making almost a complete 
somersault. 


On his return to the space craft he was report­ 
ed to be in excellent condition. 


Voskhod II was expected to remain aloft for 
about a day. 


The space craft piloted by Col. Pavel Belyayev, 
39, also took man higher than he has ever been 
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T hose R ussians do it again. 


Two of ’em circling the earth 
in space-bus Voshkod Sunrise 2 
with greatest of ease, with one 
even stepping outside for a long 
look at the universe. 


Another long leap ahead of 
U ncle Sam it is in the space 
race, Uiis latest Red cosm onaut 
spectacular, com ing as it does 
six days before A m erica’s two- 
m an Gem ini project scheduled 
for a five-hour duration even as 
this latest Soviet ride is ex p ect­ 
ed to last for two days.

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before. At the top of its egg-shaped course the craft 
was 307 miles from the earth. 


The timing of the Russian space spectacular 
made it evident the Soviets were seeking to steal 
some of the limelight from the U. S. Gemini launch­ 
ing next Tuesday. That flight is scheduled to put 
America’s first two-man space ship into orbit. 


Since the Soviets opened space to man with the 
flight of Yuri A. Gagarin on April 12, 1961, they 
have sent up ll cosmonauts, as compared with 6 
American astronauts. After today’s launching the 
Russians boasted that their cosmonauts earlier had 
logged 17 days in orbit as compared with “less than 
three days” for the Americans. Soviet space flights, 
an announcement said, have covered 30 times the 
distance between the earth and the moon. 


Sir H arrie Massey, chairman of the British 
National Committee for space research, said the 
Soviet flight was a “ fantastic feat’’ but added that 
he doubted it put the United States more than a 
few months behind in the space race. 
Floated Free In Space 
American officials acknowledged that the feat 
puts the Russians further ahead in manned space 
flight. The United States plans nothing exactly com­ 
parable to 
the 
cosmonaut’s 
ramble 
outside 
the spacecraft before the fifth two-man Gemini 
flight plannned for 1966. 


For the cosmonaut’s free flight outside t Ii e 
space craft it was necessary to have a lifeline at­ 
tached to the craft. Otherwise he would not have 
been able to return to the ship. 


As he left the Voskhod cabin Leonov was speed­ 
ing through space at the same speed and at almost 
the same orbit as the capsule. Had the life line 
broken lie would have drifted away from the craft 
to eventual death for lack of anything to push or 
pull against in the weightlessness of space. 
The Tass news agency said Leonov spent 
“about 20 minutes” outside the capsule, and for 
about IO of those minutes he floated free in space, 
taking pictures with his movie cam era. Tass said 
he also “conducted visual observations of the earth 
and outer space.” 
The accomplishment of leaving the space cap­ 
sule was seen as a giant step toward the eventual
